PEORIA, Tl, Aug. 22.—William J. 
Bryah was indorsed for the presidency 
by the Democracy of Illinois yesterday 
and Roger C. Sullivan's resignation as 
national committeeman was not de- 
tnanded by the State convention, al- 
though the Nebraska leader previously 
declared by cable from Gibraltar that 
he did not desire any indorsement if 
the Sullivan faction was in control. 

As the ousting of Sullivan was the 
only serious fight before the convention 
and the resolution presenteq by Judge 
Thompson demanding Sullivan's resig- 
nation was tabled by a vote of 1038 to 
670, the Sullivan crowd maintain that 
theirs is the victory. 

On the other hand the Thompson- 
Rainey-Bryan forces declare that the 
fight has only begun and will be main- 
tained for the next two years and final- 


ly settled at the next Democratic na- 
tional convention.

Sullivan’s Act of Courtesy. 


Much disorder prevailed when Judge 


Thompson of Jacksonville led the at- 
tack on Sullivan in a 15-minute speech. 
The down-State delegates cheered and 
the Cook County crowd hissed and 
hooted. Mr. Sullivan arose and asked 
his supporters to remain silent until 
Judge Thompson finished his speech. 
There were several fights among the 
delegates before quiet was restored. 

‘If you want to take the position that 
Mr. Bryan has no mind of his own, you 
ought not to indorse him,” said Judge 
Thompson. ‘Mr. Bryan measures these 
things by his conscience. He knows 
there was no honest Democratic conven- 
tion in Illinois two years ago. He has 
acted on | aggnves. sy in making his de- 
mands and, gentlemen, if you act on 
principle you will accede to those de- 
mands. . 

“If there is a trust or corporation in 
Chicago, gentlemen, of the sort which 
seeks to debauch legislation and _ the 
courts, that would not rejoice at your 
approval of Roger Sullivan, I do _ not 
know its name. If there is a Republican 
in Chicago who will not rejoice, should 
you turn down Mr. Bryan's request, 
neither do I know his name. 

“What happened two years ago when 
you stood by that Springfield conven- 
tion? You know, fellow Democrats, 
what did happen. You know that 175,000 
disgusted Democrats stayed at home. If 

ou want to win, gentlemen, you must 
oree Mr. Sullivan to resign.’’ 

Mr. Sullivan mounted the platform 
amidst a storm of cheers and hisses 
from the two factions. 

“Judge Thompson has appealed to 
you in the name of Mr. Bryan,” he 
said, ‘‘the man whom we have indorsed 
and whom we want for the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. Judge 
ag gps ge has a partner at the other 
end of the line who is causing this con- 
fusion in the ranks of Illinois Democra- 


Mr. Sullivan was interrupted by a 
fight at another door, between two vis- 
itors from Chicago. After this out- 
break there were no other disturbances 
involving a personal encounter. Mr. 
Sullivan blamed Judge Thompson for 
stirring up feeling among Democrats 
and declared: 

“f would have as much right to de- 
mand Judge Thompson's resignation 
from the bench as he has to ask me to 
get off the National Committee. I yield 
to no man. I stand on the action of the 
St. Leuls convention and know of no 
higher authority mE which @ man can 
hold a position of honor, excepting the 
voice of the people, and national com- 
mitteemen are not chosen that way. 

“I don't think these men have the 
right to come here and demand my res- 
ignation. I don’t think it fair, nor just. 
And I don’t think Judge Thompson has 
been fair to me in the statements given 
out by him to the press. 

“By their personal spleen, vindictive- 
ness and malice, the Rainey-Thompson- 
ay | crowd has injected an element 
of feeling which should not be in 
this convention. But, gentlemen, | 
leave the matter to you for a decision.” 


“No Malice,” Says Rainey. 


Congressman Rainey closed the argu- 


ment for the anti-Sullivan faction, stat- 
ing at the outset that he had entered 
the fight with no malice and expected 
to come out without any. 

“I have no one of ill will toward 
anybody. Only the future of the Demo- 
cratic party has prompted me to make 
this fight.’’ 

He then discussed the Sullivan inci- 
dent from its inception in the Spring- 
field convention of 1904, until the de- 
mand of Mr. Bryan that Mr. Sullivan 
resign from the National Committee. 

“Mr. Sullivan should be remanded to 
the ranks of the party,” concluded Con- 
gressman Rainey, ‘‘and he should stay 
there until the Democrats gee fit

Youth Says He Knew Nothing 
After Coming in Contact 
With Wire. 


The young man and two electricians 
were repairing one of the motors of 
the crane. The three were in the in- 
closed cage. 15 feet above the ground. 
Schulte had his right hand on the brass 
controller box. In leaning to one side 
his left ear came in contact with one 
of the exposed feed wires, carrying 500 
volts of current. Instantly he was made 
unconscious and his body was drawn 
into a knot. The two men in the cage 
with him leaped back. 

They yelled to the men below to 
throw off the current, and it was done, 
Meantime, Schulte's brother. Earl, 24 
years old, who was.standing near by, 
became almost frantic in his efforts to 
reach Leslie. He was restrained by 
workmen. Leslie was removed into the 
office and an ambulance was called, al- 
theugi his home was but 2% yards 
away, at 812 Rutger street. 


Wanted to Go Home. 

When seen Monday morning at the 
City Hospital young Schulte was not 
—— so much of his injuries as he 
was of his being taken to the City Hos- 
pital, when his home was only a stone’s 
throw from where he was hurt. 

Schulte’s arms were burned slightly 
and the left ear and corresponding side 
of his face were marred by the contact 
with the live wire, but otherwise he felt 
perfectly well. He wanted to be dis- 
charged from the hospital at once. 

He told of his sensation, or lack ot 
sensation, in being virtually electro- 
cuted. 

“I did not know a thing,” he said. 
“The last thing I remember was when I 
was fixing the motor. I do not know 
what happened. The first thing I knew 
was when I awoke here in the hospital. 
I could not figure out how I came here. 
One of the nurses told me my mother 
had been here to gee me, but I did not 
know what mother would come to see 
me for while I was working. Then I 
felt pain in my arms and on my face. 
My head ached terribly. 

“During the time between being hurt 
and returning to consciousness I knew 
absolutely nothing. I did not even feel 
the shock. I remember nothing what- 
ever except that I was fixing the motor. 
I feel like I have been asleep for about 
three months. My only sensation upon 
awakening was a feeling similar to that 
felt after a three-days’ drunk.”

Rope fer Vicious Dog. 


The right of the licensed dog to bite 
when and where he pleasess with im- 


munity is denied in a recent decision of 
Judge Bland of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, affirming a verdict from the 
Circuit Court for $00 damages in the 
case of Gustave Speckmann against 
John Kreig, whose dog bit Speckmann. 

The opinion of Judge Bland is in part: 

“The evidence lecves no room for the 
shadow of doubt that the defendant 
knew of the vicious propensity of the 
dog. The fact that a dog is kept as a 
watchdog (as this one was), and is kept 
tied in the day and turned loose at 
night, is notice to the master that he is 
dangerous. 

‘“Defendant’s own testimony shows 
that he knew the dog was dangerous, 
and that he knew or had good reason to 
believe the dog was loose at the time 
plaintiff went on his premises. 

“The law is, the dog being a vicious 
one, of which propensity the defendant 
had knowledge, he kept it at his peril. 

“The gist of the action for injury by 
the dog, after knowledge of its vicious 
propensity had been acquired by defend- 
ant, is not negligence in the manner of 
keeping the dog, but is for keeping ® at 
all 


“The duty of the defendant when he 
acquired knowledge of the ferocious dis- 
position of his dog was to hang it, not 
to keep it, at the risk of the lives and 
limbs of children and adults who might 
lawfully come upon or pass by his prem- 
ises at night. 

“Such an animal is a nuisance, and 
the keeping of it after notice of its fero- 
cious propensity, is so wrongful that the 
owner is chargeable for any neglect to 
keep it with such care that it cannot do 
any damage to any person, who, without 
essential fault, is injured.”’

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 22—Two 
results are most apparent as a conse- 
quence of yesterday’s Republican State 
Convention and the maneuvering that 
preceded it for the past year—the abso- 
lute control of the State machine by 
Gov. Deneen and the utter elimination 
of former Gov. Richard Yates as a 
prominent factor in Illinois politics. 

That Yates is a ‘‘dead one’ was pain- 
fully apparent during the convention 
proceedings. The former executive, who 
was present, could have hardly failed to 
realize it. 

Hle saw men from counties every- 
where over the State, who previously 
had followed him to the “last ditch,’’ 
taken from him by his successor in of- 
fice and lined up solidly for Smulski and 
Blair, the State administration candi- 
dates for State Treasurer and Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, respec- 
tively. Yates no longer has a vestige of 
patronage left for distribution and with- 
out that he knows only too well that his 
political career is at an end. There is 
not even left to him a chance to be 
cared for with a Federal berth because 
he was once offered an ambassadorship 
to Mexico, which he scorned with a 
charge that the offer was an attempt to 
bribe him. 

Deneen Kept His Promise. 


Many Yates people in the conven- 
tion yesterday who recognized the 
final finish of their leader and at the 
same time witnessed the easy man- 
ner in which the State administra- 
tion controlled the delegates for 
Smulski, despite Russell’s popular 
vote in the primaries, believed that 
Deneen also could have carried Yates 
to victory. But they did not know 
that Deneen did all that Yates asked 


of him. Months ago in a conference 
Deneen asked Yates what was ex- 
pected of him. He was told if he 
would let the Yates men remain in 
office until yesterday’s convention 
that Yates would be able to care for 
himself. 

There is a saying that “history of- 
ten repeats itself.” The proverb 
seems peculiarly true in the elimina- 
tion of Richard Yates. Accidentally 
nominated at Peoria six years ago by 
Tanner and Lorimer, Yates threw 
both of them down finally. He fre- 
fused to give Tanner the support 
that would have made him Senator 
in place of Cullom, and only recently 
charged through Cook County, de- 
claring that Lorimer was the only 
blot upon his administration as Gov- 
ernor. 

But four years ago Yates collected 
a big 5 per cent fund from his office- 
holders, spent it in the interest of 
Albert J. Hopkins and was the main 
cog in the machine which elected 
Hopkins to the United States Senate. 
Not once since then has’ Hopkins 
liftedahandtohelp Yates. The jun- 
lor Senator was not for Yates two 
years ago in his fight for renomina- 
tion, and at no time since has he of- 
fered any material assistance to his 
benefactor. As Yates did to the men 
Hopkins and a lot of others did to 
Yates. 

Hopkins Seen Trouble. 


And as Hopkins paid Yates. so will 
the crowd in control. of Illinois poll- 
tics today pay the junior Senator when 
he becomes a candidate for renomina- 
tion two years hence, All the barrels 
he, can get together in Washington and 
wheel into Illinois will not save his po- 
litical scalp. As a matter of fact it is 
generally conceded that Hopkins is as 
dead right now as his predecessor. Hon 
William E. aMson ever was. 

Just at this time other Plans are un- 
der way which are expected to make an 
immense amonnt of trouble for Hopkins 
two years from now. Ira C. Copley, the 
millionalre gas man of Aurora, Hopkins’ 
home town, has been selected by Deneen 
to distribute the State patronage in 
Kane County. In addition Copley is be- 
ing groomed in a positive manner as a 
candidate for Congress two years hence 
this with a view to giving Hopkins a 
fight at home to save his county.

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THE CONGRESSIONAL ISSUES. 
President Roosevelt’s letter to Representative 
James E. Watson of Indiana is a strong political 
plea. It states the case of the Republican party— 
the case upon which it will win or lose before the 
people in the approaching Congressional elections. 
The letter emphasizes Mr. Roosevelt’s leadership of 





his party. As a campaign document it combines the 


three essential points of strength—(1), a declaration 
of the principle of justice to be applied to remedial 
legislation; (2), a record of achievement; (3), a 
practical program. 

The strength of the record of accomplished legis- 
lation, embracing the railroad rate regulation law, 
the pure food law, the meat inspection law, the 
Panama Canal legislation; and, for the workingmen, 
the employers’ liability law, must be admitted. With 
more modesty than was to be expected of him, Mr. 
Roosevelt has refrained from mentioning the 
achievements of his own administration in the en- 
forcing of anti-monopoly laws. 

In the program of work yet to be performed Mr. 
Roosevelt pledges his party to pass the excellent bill 


to prohibit political contributions by corporations 


—too late for the approaching elections, but wel- 
come at any time—and the bill to lower the duties 
on imports from the Philippines. For the benefit of 
labor he expresses the belief that favorable action 
will be taken on the bill limiting the hours of em- 
ployment of railway employes. 

In the matter of tariff legislation the President 
holds out the expectation that he will do the very 
thing which the Post-Dispatch suggested might de- 
prive the Democratic party of its principal issue, 
that is, modify the Dingley tariff, especially where 
it supports monopoly. He takes up the very point— 
the repeal of taxes on denatured alcohol—which the 
Post-Dispatch urged as a pivot from which to at- 
tack monopoly tariff, and clearly indicates that the 
Republican party, which passed this act as a meas- 
ure of relief from the Standard Qil, would be entire- 
ly willing to alter the revenue system whenever it 
is necessary to do so. 

Affirming his unequivocal support of a protective 
tariff, Mr. Roosevelt plainly intimates that the 
Congress will revise the present schedules at any 
point where it is clear that the revision will bring 


advantages outweighing the disadvantages and will 


not jeopardize legitimate business interests and the 
prosperity of the country. The exceeding caution of 
the President in suggesting the possibility of changes 
without dislocating business activities is manifest, 
yet his utterances foreshadow moderate recom- 
mendations in that direction. 

Touching the tariff, the President is careful to dis- 
tinguish between tariff revision as a measure of pub- 
lie relief from taxation, and anti-monopoly legis- 
lation, which he says must be treated as a separate 
matter along the lines which Congress has been 
following. The President is also careful to draw a 


distinction between war on wealth and corporations, 


and war on the evils of wealth and the abuses of cor- 
porations which he declares to be the only just and 
safe policy. In this respect, in carefully defining the 
legitimate objects of remedial legislation the Presi- 
dent is doing good work in clarifying the real issue 
fn the public mind. He thrusts aside the extremists 
on both ends—the men who make a fetich of wealth 
and the demagogues of destructive radicalism. 

Mr. Roosevelt has not minimized the prosperity of 
the country, which is so often the determining point

The Post-Dispatch’s suggestion that the German 
Emperor be invited to visit- St. Louis has met with a 
most gratifying response. The approval is hearty 
and unforced; there is no doubt that there is sub- 
stantial unanimity in the matter. 

William Il. is more than a King and Emperor, 


tion. He is a great man whose personal force is felt 
in every chancellery in Europe. He is a statesman of 
broad views who makes the policy of his own na- 
tion and compels the deference of other nations in 
the shaping of theirs. 

Of course, it must be understood that this is con- 
tingent upon the event of the Kaiser’s coming to the 
United States as a guest of the nation. If President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Root persuade him to accept 
American national hospitality it will be open to St. 
Louis with perfect propriety to extend the hospi- 
tality of the city. 

He* has already expressed a desire to visit the 
United States; there is no doubt he is deeply inter- 
ested in the nation in which the German population 
is so great an element of strength. No crowned sov- 
ereign has ever set foot on American soil, unless old 
Dom Pedro be held an exception, and if the Kaiser 
comes he will make another precedent which other 
Kings will be sure to follow. 

Of course one of the objects of such a journey will 
be to study at first hand the institutions of Democ- 
racy. And as a representative American city St. 
Louis has claims to his attention second to no other 
city in the country.

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THE ST. LOUIS CLIMATE VINDICATED. 
The climate of St. Louis is as fine a climate east 
of Jefferson avenue as it is west of it. It is as 
healthy a climate between Cass and Chouteau ave- 
nues as it is north or south of the district that lies 
between them. 

When it comes, however, to the Board of Health’s 
latest figures on deaths from consumption, St. Louis 
finds that with 68,159 people in the Third Sanitary 
District, 190 die of consumption in twelve months, 
while during the same time in the Seventh District 
there are only 162 fatal cases of consumption in a 
population of 123,895. 

With the same climate and only the imaginary 
lines of sanitary, districts to classify them, one per- 
son in every 358 of the population of the Third Dis- 
trict dies of consumption annually, while only one 
out of every 764 dies in the Seventh District. 

This brings the causes of consumption in St. Louis 
down to the Rule of Three with a difference of two 
to one to begin on. Then, “as two deaths in the 
Third District are to one in the Seventh, so is the 
difference between the two districts to the cause of 
consumption in St. Louis,” regardless of climate. 

After this has been worked out, the next step in 
curing consumption will be to cure the conditions 
which cause it. We can then afford to trust the St. 
Louis climate, east or west of Jefferson avenue. 
+o

Under 
the policies of colonial imperialism it has pursued 
ever since, it left the native plague and famine pro- 
ducers nothing to do except amuse themselves. 
Finding the plague and famine which still prevail 
in Indian unamusing, H. R. H. Dhuleep Singh went 
to live in London. Now, after he has exhausted 
everything else and sold out the furniture of his 
English palace, he has found his_final field of useful- 
ness. He is preparing to publish the greatest of all 
cook books, which will give Europe the benefit of the 
recipes for the regal dishes which have fattened 
Hindoo royalty during centuries of famine.

~ Last winter he proposed that the large 
ities should solve the unemployed prob- 
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lem by spending a quarter of a million 
dollars each on a farm colony. This, he 
declared, wou!d not alone support all 
the unemployed and their families, but 
would net a profit annually of anything 
up to $159,000 to each city. His scheme 
was backed up by Joseph Fels, the mil- 
lionaire American philanthropist and 
business man, formerly of Philadelphia, 
now of England. Mr. Fels even offered 
to help finance the schemes. But the 
cities would have none of them. ‘Too 
colossal,”’ they said. 

Shortly after the unprofitable marches 
to London of the provincial unemployed 
last winter, Gray, Smith and Williams 
got together and planned their present 
land-grabbing business. They consulted 
lawyers and made their plans in se- 
cret for months. So the present state 
of affairs is not a movement of the mo- 
ment. 


Gray reported on several plots of land 
—all “Glebe’’ or church land. And 
then the “Grablanders’” squatted on 
their present location as being the most 
favorable from an agricultural view- 
point. They stuck little flags at the 
boundaries of the field, a big red one in 
the center; put up a tent and a stone 
fireplace and built a grass-sod hut after 
the fashion of Ireland. Then they set 
to work to issue proclamations, make 
speeches, take up collections and finally 
dig up the field and plant cabbages. 

One dozen men formed the initial 
cumpers, but the number has been in- 
creased to a score. Gray was appoint- 
ed “minister of agriculture’ and is dil- 
recting all the real work: Williams is 
allowed to give full swing to his ora- 
tory, write telegrams and proclamations. 
and is therefore happy, and Smith, as 
commander-in-chief, looks after the very 
important department of taking round 
the hat. Crowds of curious Manchester 
people daily visit the camp and the 
collections to date have been pretty 
good. The men are orderly and strict 
discipline is maintained. They have 
only made one mistake and that was to 
-boll and eat a sackful of prime potatoes 
sent them for seed by a sympathizer. 

The deeds of the Lancaghire “Grab- 
landers” in a week's time were emu- 
lated by the unemployed of West Ham, 
a borough on the outskirts of London, 
where for several winters there has been 
more distress among the poor than in 
any other part of England. The West 
Hammers, under the leadership of Ben 
Cunningham, seized a three-acre plot 
of waste ground belonging to the cor- 
poration and encamped on it 20 strong.

The 
campers now number nearly forty, and 
under the direction of a 300-nound ‘nin. 
ister of agriculture’ named Wilson 
they have succeeded in planting half of 
the plot with cabbages. The camp is 
near three suburban railway stations, 
and crowds of excursionists have visit- 
ed it. Consequently, the passing-round- 
the-hat part of the labor has been high- 
ly profitable. The men give a “‘concert” 
nightly and this also yields a revenue. 

These “Camps of Rest”’ are either sit- 
uated on church or corporation land 
and all other seizures are to be the 
same. The particular land in Manchester 
was donated by a Countess a generation 
ago to the Church of England “for the 
benefit of the church and the poor.”’ Its 
title goes back 400 years, and ejectment 
proceedings on the present squatters 
wculd be ordinarily a lengthy and cost- 
ly affair. In none of the cases are the 
authorities interfering. The police are 
on duty merely to regulate the crowds. 

The movement appears to be a cross 
between Coxey’s army and Pingree’s pu- 
tato patch propositions. It wil! be re- 
membered that when the late Gov. 
Hazen S. Pingree was Mayor of Detroit 
years ago he solved, more or less suc- 
cessfully, the unemployed problem hy 
making the men cultivate potatoes in the 
vacant lots of the city. It was this that 
gave him the nickname of “Potato Pin- 
gree.” The scheme was afterward fol- 
lowed bv the late “Golden Rule” Jones 
when Mayor of Toledo. and by Tom L. 
Johnson, Mayor of Cleveland.

A Plea for Change _ of Name for 


Business Reasons. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial in the edition of Aug. 
17 gave expression in concrete form 
views concerning the change of name of 
Valley Park to that of West St. Louis. 
which address themselves favorably and 
unanswerably to the consideration of 
thoughtful citizens, and, no doubt, echo 
the best thought of those who, untram- 
meled by selfish motives, cherish an 
abiding faith in the future of our great 
city, and who are attracted by patriotic 
motives only. 

It is the writer’s understanding that 
the citizens of the progressive manu- 
facturing town of Valley Park desire 
the change of name to West St. Louis, 
not from sentimental, but, on the con- 
trary, for business reasons. The name 
of West St. Louis at once geographic- 
ally locates the town in the minds of 
manufacturers seeking a change of loca- 
tion, and goods shipped by manufac- 
turers labeled, ‘‘West St. Louis,’’ would 
at once identify them with St. Louis 
products. Every business man knows 
that a jobber or small merchant order- 
ing goods manufactured at West St. 
Louis would, in many instances, place 
orders at the same time in St. Louis for 
other articles, and have them shipped 
together, instead of dividing his order 
among other large cities. For a num- 
ber of years, factories have been locat- 
ing on tthe Illinois side of the river, 
and the instances have been so many as 
to become a matter of serious import to 
those having in mind the material: wel- 
fare of St. Louis. No one will dispute 
the statement that the growth of St. 
Louis is to the westward, and that at 
Valley Park is a location of peculiar 
merit for manufacturing purposes, 
which, no doubt. is true of the whole 
Meramec Valley. The water of the 
Meramec River is free of lime in solu- 
tion, therefore can be used for vears in 
boilers without leaving a deposit there- 
in. It is free from vegetable matter 
and disease germs, thus Insuring the 
health of those using it for drinking 
purposes. Every manufacturing institu- 
tion in Missournl, and at the threshold 
of our city, makes for a splendid future. 
Every inhabitant is a possible citizen 
for the new St. Louis of 1,000,000 peo- 
ple. Here it is that much of the money 
earned in factories in the State of Mis- 
souri and within our shadow will be 
spent. 

But, it is urged that the name West 
St Louis will cause a confusion in the 
distribution of St. Louis mail. A condi- 
tion precedent to a great city are men, 
big and broad enough to rest it upon. 


Equally important that our public of- 
ficials be of a mold and . breadth of 
character to enable them to sink selfish 
wishes into the great common gpod. 
Many others besides the writer will 
recall that in the State of New Jersey

Surely, our local Postoffice manage- 
ment doves not want it understood that 
the passage of only a fraction of the 
mail of a little village of 1500 people 
through St. Louis would cause confu- 
sion.

Apparently 
gasoline has some affinity for the milk 
or latex in these plants and follows the 
latex tubes through the whole plant.

NO TABOO FOR THE CRIMINAL RIOH 








From today’s New York Sun. 

The great, and for the present the in- 
superable, obstacle to substantial bet- 
terment in public life is the apathy and 
indifference of society. So long as S0- 
ciety approves, countenances and tol- 
erates scoundrels who have successful- 
ly eluded the police, the criminal courts 
and the jails, so long will rascality con- 
tinue to thrive. 

For the petty, resourceless rogues WNo 
fall by the wayside society has no mer- 
cy and little thought; but for the great- 
er criminals society s code is: As long 
as grand juries do not indict you and 
judges do net send you to the Peniten- 
tiary we will dine with you and ask 
you to dine with us, and you and yours 
shall have un!mpaired intercourse with 
uS and ours. The extraneous necessity 
of the criminal rich are comprised in a 
good cook and an able lawyer. 

Society requires of a man that he be 
opulent; that he be smart rather than 
able, cunning rather than wise; and, 
above all, that he shal not scandalize 
society itself by the vulgarity of a vio- 
lation of law so stupid, brutal or inept 
as to bring him within the jurisdiction 
of the courtts. The old moral code is 
obsolete; it continues to exist only in 
the public press and for questionable 
uses. 

A man may have plundered a bank, 
robbeq a State Treasury, ruined thou- 
sands by his dishonest practices in cor- 
porate management, swindled other 
thousands and brought them penury, 
and even death itself, and it 
wiil in nothing inconvenience him or in- 
volve his social discomfort. But at 
grand juries and, to a certain extent, 
at district attorneys, society draws the 
line. 

It is not that society is really indiffer- 





ent, but that it is so much easier to 
affect disbelief, so much more comfort- 
able to ignore, than to incur the pain 
of cognizance and the obligation of re- 
proof. The foundations of society are 
laid in an elegant hypocrisy buttressed 
by a polite pharisaism. Of self-respect 
it possesses not a trace; but whosoever 
disturbs its indolence and its indulgence 
and contravenes its caprice may be vis- 
ited with a resentment and a retribution 
as bitter as if they were virtuous. 

And the code of society is the code of 
the church. Not that one would have 
the church perform any purely secular 
function in respect to sinners. It is, 
perhaps, better that {it should not at- 
tempt to do so. We recall only a sin- 
gie instance in which a serious refer- 
ence has arisen of late years between 
an opulent culprit and a spiritual moni- 
tor, and then the accusation amounted 
to nothing more than a charge of pro- 
cHvity to usury which was resented by 
a refusal to “sit under” that particular 
pastor any longer. 

If society would refuse to “know” 
men of known flagitious lives and of 
established evil reputations, if it would 
drop them from its visiting list, cut 
them in the street and avoid them at 
the club; if the reputable and un- 
besmirched would refuse to serve with 
them on the directorates of corporations 
Or on vestries or in all honorary asso- 
Clations, then we should see a very dif- 
ferent state of affairs. Avoidance of the 
ruder penalties of the law would not 
be the only solicitude of the ‘“‘criminal 
rich.”’ For there is one thing that they 
dread more than the courts, more than 
the Penitentiary and more than all else, 
more even than they dread poverty, and 
that is society’s formal decree of non- 
possumus.

Americans are noted among the peo- 
ple of the world for their shrewdness. 
ret they have a weakness beyond that 
those Of all other people, a weakness 
Wwiuich is born ef success achieved in 
thelr OWn special lines. It is their will- 
in) belief in their ability to piay—and 
beat—another man's game, 

it is this weakness which keeps buck- 
et shops, get-rich-quick companies, 
Stock markets, etc., alive, and which 
makes a few men, who will play no 
ame but their own, rich at the expense 
of many men who will have faith in 
their ability to beat any man at his 
own game, 

At times the insouciance with which 
Americans will try to tell a man his 
own business is provoking. I have seen 
men born and bred on the asphalt of the 
cities tell a Scotch gardner how to grow 
blue grass and clover, an accomplish- 
ment to which his family had given 
some centuries and he himself some 
scores of years. I have heard them tell 
Parisians that their pronunciation of 
their own language was wrong because 
they had heard it spoken differently at 
Mardi Gras in New Orleans. I have 
heard them unfavorably compare Caruso 
with Chauncey Olcott and swear that 
Bernhardt could not hold a candle to 
Fanny Davenport in Fedora. 

if there is a man in the world who 
can get them to play his game for him 
it is the Sporting Eddttor, If there is a 
half-witted degenerate in the stands of 
a baseball park that is not sure he does 
not know more about baseball than any 
sporting editor alive I would be glad of 
a flash at him.

Yet I know that I am thoroughly inca- 
pable of pagsing upon the qualifications 
of a cook, Beomuse @ man may dress 
cornbeef and cabbage to suit me, that 
is no reason why I shall go forth tell- 
ing the world that he ie a chef of chefs, 
‘and send you to him for pate de folie 
gras, terrapin and canvasback, And be~ 
cause, on his Sunday off, Mr. McTague 
sees some third-class put up 
a first-class game that day, shall he 
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assume to tell me that this is a great 
artist? 

I think that the strongest epigram 
in the world is that about the proof 
of the pudding. I have eaten many of 
Mr. McTague’s incomparable puddings. 
But I must admit that I like plain 
provender and am not a judge of such 
things, and that when Mr. McTague 
comes up to my table in his pleasant 
and graceful way and assures me that 


raw, utterly 
opinions of my own I may be so idiotic 
as to hold upon a subject of which I 
know nothing. 

If I met a hungry hodcarrier down 
the street and he assured me that the 
service at McTague’s was splendid, I 
should not lay any great store upon it. 
But if Albert Aal. Joe Buse or some 
other noted bon vivant said the same 
to me I should regard it weightily. 

If every schoolboy knows baseball and 
is capable of adjudging the merits of 
its exponents then might I say that 
every coal heaver knows a Welsh rab- 
bit as well as James H. McTague. 

Which would be the limit of absurd- 
ity and the nadir of idiocy. 


Mr. Edgren is one of the sporting 
writers I revere. He knows whereof 
he speaks. He is a pugilistic critic who 
can put on the gloves and hold his 
own with Berger, Kaufmann, O’Brien 
or any of the big fellows in a friendly 
bout. Then, like Kipling’s oaptain, ‘“‘he 
can see inside of his head” ana put 
what he sees, in nice language, on 
paper. 

But I fail to understang wherein 
the State of Nevada is entitled to the 
apotheosis which Mr. Bdgren accords 
it because of all the federate govern- 
ments it alone will permit a fist fight 
between 2 notorious, self-confessed 
negro fakir and a decent enough Dane 
who is managed by a cold-blooded 
Irishman with one eye only and that 
on the money. 

Now I love a good fight for love and 
stomachful. I would be charmed to 
see a strong and capable young man 
like Mr. Edgren put on the gloves with 
his friend Martin Sheridan and have 
a rousing go, all in good part, but for 
keeps. 

I cannot, however, approve of the 
“red-blooded men of Nevada” of whom 
Mr. Edgren so touchingly speaks when 
their only cited title to said red blood 
lies in their willingness to allow a yel- 
low fakir and a white man to fight 
for money in their midst.

But Gans can whip him in a hurry. 
Without a doubt this green-chrome ne- 
gro is the greatest lightweight fighter 
that ever stepped into a ring, save, per- 
haps, the incomparable Lavigne. Nel- 
son is @ very average lightweight when 
really good lightweights are in ques- 
tion. 

As far as the issue of the fight goes 
I suppose that Nelson will win, not be- 
cause he is the best man, but because 
to get some money Gans will be forced 
to permit him to win. 

The trick of Nolan in stating that Nel- 
son will get $20,000 of the $30,000 offered 
in the purse is a shrewd one, calculated 
to mislead the public. 

For if Gans lies down Nolan will cry, 
“Why should he lie down? We had the 
big end of the purse to start with. Why 
should we give him—make it worth his 
while te floo—when we had him froze 
on the money question, to begin with?’ 
It is impossible to guess the outcome 
of the match or the manner and means 
and objects of its making. Regarded 
from any angle, it is a bad match for 
everyone. It is bad for Nelson because. 
should Gans cut loose, he will get a rare 
hiding. It is bad for the public, for 
Gens is a notorious faker. It is bad 
for the people of Nevada, because a 
fist ficht between a white man and a 
grinning, yellow mulatto is a hideous 
Spectacle to white men and an unedi. 
fying one to black men. 

In all, the fight can be good only for 
Gans, who is lable to make a piece of 
money, any way. and sacrifice not one 
jot of fame or reputation. 

And tn tolerating al! this I would be 
giad to know where the red blood of Ne- 
vada particularly comes in.
